Ho stixxl on the lawn and was 
askeil by Mattie Corbett to lay oilds on a certain 
liorso. Sliaiie ipioteil .5 to 1 anil Corbett orall.v 
ivagi-r*-il $.5. at Hie same time writing Hie <-inidi- 
tioii's of Hie wager on a slip of paper which lie 
liHiided lo Sliane just before the latter was arrested 
hy the sheriff of Xa.ssaii Cmiiity. 

Shane was i-harged with making Ixiok “with or 
witliout writing.'’ He was ilisi-hargeil in halx-as 
nirpns priK-i-i-diiigs l».v Justice Si-udder, who held 
that there was no evidence to show that the law 
had iK-en viola toil.

General 
Hampton and otlier gfi-a t soldiers, statesmen and 
genlleineii of tlie old seiiiMil of bb'ssed ini'mor.v. was 
surely prophetic in preaeliing and praetieiiig the 
diM'lrines that the infusion of tliorougidired IiIimhI 
is indis|MMisahle for the impruvi'inent in eoiistiliition, 
stamina, action and emira.ge of tlie lighter lueeds 
of liorses —general ntilily animals.

••The obvious result is that the public makes its 
own odds and pays merely a nominal amount for 
the privilege of betting, while the iMmkmaker with 
bis horses and jockeys, im-ide information anil fre- 
ipientlv devious nielhiKls is entirely eliniiiiated. 
INer.x thing is o|k‘ii and abtive lH«ard — as in a gentle- 
man’s game of cards. ....

Unit in itself horse 'raeiiig is a grand s|)orl. When 
racing is put on a Imsis where a man can indulge 
ill it willioiit alTeeting his standing in the commii- 
nilv it will no doubt iirosper again.
